(AP) _ TWO young Vie'.r.ameoe 
sat in a coffee plvp on Saigon's 
Le Loi 
Boulevard this week 


comparing notes on how they 
had evaded the horrors of war. 


Both are 21 yeai's oc). B >th 


come from good families. Both 
wore the UgHt-fittinj; lapsed 
slacks that are the rage here 
now, and both sported ducktail 
haircuts. 


"They almost got me," one 


laughed, " got as far as the 
Quang Trung induction center, 
but I never made it through the 
physical. A friend had told me 
how you can rub metal powder 
into your chest and it shows up 
in the X-rays. It looks just like 
tuberculosis." 


"I wasn't so lucky," 
the 


youth's companion saia. 'I v.is 
sworn in and all, but last month 
they were grabbing so many 
people there just wasn't room 
for all of us at Quan g Trung. 
After a couple days of starva- 
tion they sent me home and told 
me to wait. "I'll wait all right- 
about ,50 year.". I,figure I. c-.an 
hide out in Baat or 
f.o;ne 
place." 


At an office in a big military 


compound in another part of 
town 
a 38-year-old 
captain 


stared listlessly out of his win- 
dow at the ?un-s::orchud 'street 
below. 


"Ah, how much I would give 


to get out of this," he s-aid. "I 
suppose I'm lucky I don't have 
to fight, and in the last year I 
have been promoted twice, but 
I'm sick of it all the same. For 
the enlisted men it's only three 
years, if they're lucky. But for 
the officers it's forever. Once 
they get you as a.i'officer you 
never get out untilth eend* of 
the war or until you're too old to 
work. As for the war my chil- 
dren will be fighting it and their 
children, too." 


The sun also was 
beating 


dow, non a grimy yellow stucco 
building abou t,30 miles south of 
Saigon. The concrete supports 
under the building left a space 
of about three feet between the 
floor beams and the ground and 
about 40 troops wei'e camped in 
this space.

The building had been taken 


over as a headquarters for one 
of the inits involved in pacify- 
ing the Mekong River delta.

Khanh seized power as premier 
last Jan. 30 a lot of things have 
been done to boost the welfare 
of the 615.000 fighting men un- 
der his command. The draft 
was stepped up to get replace^ 
ments for exhausted line veter- 
ans. Last year the draft practi- 
.cally stopped. Last month 12,000 
recruits were hauled into induc- 
tion centers. 


Salaries were increased for 


all ranks of all services. Now a 
private with two children earns 
the equivalent of nearly $300 a 
month and a major general 
around $259. Promotion and dec- 
oration policies were liberal- 
ized. 


Life was also made a little 


i easier for the quarter million 
men 
in 
the 
"paramilitary 


forces" — the regional militia- 
men who have been carrying 
the brunt of the war.— and the 
casualties — against the Viet 
Cong for the past four years. 


Vietnamese soldiers are not 


issued food and they must buy 
or steal and prepare everything 
they eat. The money issued for 
buying food became a little 
freer this year. 


But despite these benefits the 


war has not been going any bet- 
ter. The armed forces wreck 
one Viet Cong unit after another 
but the enemy keeps growing in 
strength and continues to sap 
the blood and energy of the 
troops. 


And in a continuous undertone 


the enemy keeps preaching 
peace to the soldiers. For exam- 
ple, weeping old women walk 
into a Saigon hospital to talk to 
wounded soldiers, telling them 
how the National Liberation 
Front — Viet Cong — only seeks 
peace for the nation and an end 
of 20 years of bloodshed. Some 
'of the men listen before the old 
women are arrested. 


Such things seep into the Viet- 


namese 
army, 
undermining 


fighting morale. 


It is a hard, frustrating life. 


Desertions 
from the regular 


army average about six per 1,- 
,000!'men jper month. Police--cur- 
rently are looking for about 8,- 
000 deserters but punishment 
for desertion is only a few 
months in jail and then rein- 
statement in the army. 


Viet Cong forces of ail types, 


whose numerical strength has 
been rocketing during the past 
four years despite heavy battle 
losses, now number up to 114,- 
000. This gives the government 
a six-to-one numerical edge, but 
experts on guerrilla warfare 
from Malaya and elsewhere 
maintain the government must 
have an edge of 10 to 15 regular 
troops for every guerrilla to 
start winning. 


American officials who accept 


these figures hold that the Viet- 
namese armed forces would 
have to be at least doubled to 
start holding the line and win- 
ning. Prospects of any such in- 
crease in armed forces strength 
are very small. For one thing, 
much of the nation's draftable 
youth lives in Viet Cong-con- 
trolled, areas, For another, the 
fighting spirit of the nation does 
not seem high enough to toler- 
ate a mobilization going much 
.beyond what it is already. 


There are a thousand theories 


as to why the war is going bad- 
ly. But the soldier of the line 
none of the theories matters 
much. 


"In a war you just try to keep 


going and survive. I gave up 
thinking of the future years 
ago," said one.

for a loan from Farmers :Home 
Administration to lay roadisde 
mains, erect water tanks and 
install pumping systems. 


The water supply is purchas- 


ed from a nearby town or is'de- 
veloped by drilling deep wells 
or building small lakes. 'The 
group contracts for'engineering 
studies and cost estimates, and 
presents these reports to the 
Farmers Home Administration 
county office along with the ap- 
plication. 


If everything ties together to 


show the project is economical- 
ly feasible, the Farmers 'Home 
provided by private investors, 
to defray the cost of construc- 
tion. The loan is repaid'from wa- 
ter charges collected monthly 
by the association from memb- 
er-users.
